the nuBHelthriiBh, the latter often sing- 
ing "through gales of wind and rain. 
Storm bird alw ia applied to the field* 
fare. The abhorrence in which mar- 
iners hold the swallow-like storm petrel 
is veil known; its appearance is be- 
lieved to denote wild, weather. Thit 
little bird is the Mother Carey's chicken 
of sailors and is also called storm finch 
and .water witch. Herons, says an old 
author, flying up and down in the even- 
ing, ao if doubtful where to rest, "pre- 
eage some evil approaching weather'*— 
a legend as old as Virgil, though prob- 
ably devoid of foundation.

It was eight yean 
later that Mr, Feeeendcn, enlarged in 
proportions, fully developed, and eon- 
riderably changed in appearance, was in 
"WwMngton on private business, A*he 
wmtteddown Pennsylvania Avenue to- 
ward the Wliito House Gen. Grant 
came ont for & walk with u littlo switch 
cane in his hand.
